Plants Must Breathe 
The breathing of plants, as we all 
understand is chiefly through their 
leaves, but the soil also plays an im­ 
portant part,, as it is necessary to have 
a - Mod supply of oxygen around the 
roots. 
All t e functions of the soil 
oxygen are not definitely known, but 
we do know that cultivated plants re­ 
quire 
oxygen 
for 
their 
healthy 
growth. 
We know that cultivation is good, 
aud we say it is in order to introduce 
more oxygen and make possible the 
introduction of more water. 
Investigations stem to lead us to 
conclude that cultivation has still an­ 
other function, 
that 
of 
all owing 
g:\sa* formed in the soil to escape. 
Furthermore, air must not only en­ 
ter the soil for the use of the root it- 


an inch of the root actually absorbs 
water and mini ral food. 
This por­ 
tion is only absorbent for a few days. 
\ s the tip is extended into new fields 
for moisture and food the part that 
absorbed 
moisture 
yesterday ceases 
to absorb today. 
There is no reason 
why water should move up to the 
plant for the plant is constantly mov­ 
ing its feeding roots into new fields. 
lf we could all look into the soil 
aud the plants h abit af growth, we 
could more easily grasp the problems 
of soil fertility. 


Another very 
inter esting feature 
in the drinking of plants is that a f­ 
ter the tip has progressed and ceases 
to be of use in taking up water and 
food for the plant it at once puts on 
a hard layer of cells to prevent the 
further entrain e of water from out­ 
side into the roots. 
The reason per­ 
haps for this is to prevent certain 
substances thrown off by the plant 
from reentering its tissues. 


Here, then, we find the importance 
of the absorptive power of the soil, 
which permits it to seize and hold 
with great tenacity the organic mat­ 
ters given off by the roots and pre­ 
vents the active circulation of watei 
containing excreta of plants, except 
in dilute solutions follo w in g rains. 


Plants Must Feed 


This is perhaps one of the most in­ 
teresting parts of the fertility ques­ 
tion. 
The chemical analysis of the 
soil and its application to the produc­ 
tion of crops has loug been a subject 
of discussion, but we are beginning 
through year* of work- on soil surveys 
etc., to understand more clearly the 
relation 
between the two. 
Certain 
of the chemical elements are neces­ 
sary for plant growth, I. e. nitrogen, 
phosphorous, potassium, calcium aud 
magnesium. 
\ \ v jjU(j these elements 
existing in the soil in several combin­ 


ations; one writh another and with 
elements not used by plants. 


If we would ex am ine a soil, we 
would see that it consists 
of 
two 
parts; first the part derived from the 
rock, and second, the vegetable m a t­ 
ter and humus derived 
from

plants which have grown upon the 
soil.

as inorganic 
matter and the second as organic mat­ 
ter.

AIM TO IMPROVE 
ALL STATE CROPS 


TUESDAY, DECEMBER I, 1914. 


Secretary C. P. Bull States the Aims 
of the Minnesota Crop Improve­ 
ment Association 


TO BETTER QUALITY OF SEELS 


Experiment Stations Assist in Test 
in ; Varieties, Tending to 
Marked Improvement 


C. P. Bull, secretary of m e M in­ 
nesota ('rap Improvement Association 
has kindly given the Brainerd Dis­ 
patch a short exposition of the aims 
of the association. 
H e says: 
The Minnesota Trop Improvement 
association was organized in January, 
1905 under the name of Minnesota 
Field Prop Breeders’ Association. In 
1911 to comply w ith the law of the 
state, the association was incorpor­ 
ated and a r fides filed with the sec­ 
retary of state. 
In 1912 by action 
of the association, the 
name 
was 
changed to that of Minnesota Crop 
■Improvement association, 
which 
is. 
more comprehensive and less cumber­ 
some than the other. 
As the present 
name Implies the work of the asso 
elation is primarily that of the im 
provement of our farm crops in th 
state of Minnesota. 
There is no more 
special need for crop improvement in 
Minnesota than in any other state 
but to maintain its high standing 
among the agricultural states of the 
union, the farming population must 
see to it that tile crops are kept at as 
high a standard as is possible. 
The 
rapid development of the agriculture 
of the state has 
changed 
'it 
from 
strictly grain growing to 
t h a t 
of 
mixed farming and in places to hig h­ 
ly developed specialized lines. This 
must of necessity carry along with it 
a change in the methods o,f culture as 
well as the cha racter and care of the 
seed crops. 
The agriculture experi­ 
ment station has been developing im­ 
proved and pedigreed 
varieties 
of 
farm crops for a number 
of 
years. 
These have been distributed to farm ­ 
ers of the sta te at a nominal cost, 
but unfortu nately there had been lit 
tie attention paid to the continuance 
of the purity and high quality of 
these pedigreed varieties, 
it became 
therefore the chief work of the Crop 
lmprovraent association to follow up 
these varieties as they have been dis­ 
seminated in 
various parts of the 
state and endeavor thru cooperation 
and educational meetings to not only 
maintain their high quality, but to 
improve them under the various lo­ 
cal conditions. 
It is well understood 
th a t varieties 
grown 
continuously 
and carefully selected in any given 
community will do better than new 
sorts brought in from the outside. It 
is therefore not surprising th a t in 
many instances the station bred seeds 
have become more highly developed 
and more productive under the local 
conditions than when first received. 
Another work of the association is 
the u n derta king of a unification of 
the .production of the various kinds 
or classes of .farm crops as wheat, 
oats, corn, etc. 
Each locality has 
been working in a disorganized way 
through individual farmers towards 
the improvement of their particular 
conditions and 'the improvement of 
the grains and other crops grown 
upon the farm. 
In so doing ‘there 
have been introduced a large number 
of commercial types, some well s u it­ 
ed and others ill suited to the condi­ 


tions. 
Th«, indiscriminate mixing of 
timse 'through 
th e transporting of 
th reshing machines, the loaning of 
seeders, wagon boxes, hay racks and 
th rough cross-pollination has rend­ 
ered th e otherwise good varieties for 
the immediate locality more or less 
poorer in quality aud absolutely u n ­ 
fit for seed purposes. 
It is the pur 
Pose of our association now to create 
a sentim ent and to cooperate with 
the farmers In establishing eventual­ 
ly, in each and every locality, a s ta n d ­ 
ardized lot of pedigreed varieties of 
tarm seeds, which through co-opera­ 
tion with the experiment station will 
be definitely known to be best suited 
for th at locality. 
To this end the experiment station 
will work with and through the as­ 
sociation members in testing varie­ 
ties in the given localities and in co­ 
operating with the individual mem­ 
bers in the introduction,, growing and 
distribution of seed of these varie­ 
ties. 
This work cannot be done in a 
day, nor even in on e year, but as we 
are not expecting or even expected to 
live entirely u n to ourselves, but more 
especially for posterity or those who 
may follow' us in til * world’s experi­ 
ences and endeavor, we should seek 
to leave the world in a better condi­ 
tion than that in which we receive 
It. 
By united effort in this way we can 
m aae marked 
improvement in 
the 
quality, the production and the value 
of farm crops. 
One g r /a t means to 
this end is the annual holding of 
meetings and seed grain shows. Past 
experience 
has 
demonstrated .fully 
t i n t the exhibitin g cf samples of seed 
for comparative purposes is of ex 
ceeding value as an educator in t h e 
upbuilding of crops, or the carryin 
out of th e association'', ultimate p u r­ 
pose. 
For ten years now the associa­ 
tion has been working along these 
lines, holding annually a seed grain 
show and we believe that marked im­ 
provement 
has attended each one. 
The past two meeting 
and shows held 
at Mankato, Minn., have been 
far 
in excess of all expectations in size 
and in quality of exhibits. 
There is 
much yet to be. accomplish, d in this 
work, especially along the line of the 
organization and supervision end of 
it. 
We should ultimately reach th a t 
point in our develop n< at when a reg­ 
ular corps of seed inspectors would 
visit the localities in 
which 
seed 
grain is being grown by the individ­ 
ual farmers, inspect and report upon 
tile am o u n t and conditions of the seed 
upon tile in sis of which certificates 
from a central office could be issued 
to the grower and grain sold for seed 
purposes through such certificates. 
This method is working to a limited 
extent in Canada and 
proving 
its 
worth. 
M i n n e o l a 
can 
(institute 
such a method in time to the a d v a n t­ 
age of the < ntirc state. 
The associa- 
ion already issues, an annual seed 
list which 'fills 
a long 
felt 
want. 
Through cooperation in this way,, we 
an build a seed business for the 
ta te of Minnesota in which the en ­ 
terprising farmers will be the gov- 
rning and producing factors, ail of 
which will place Minnesota as she 
ought to be, in the front rank of the 
gr leu Rural states of the union.

Tile takin, or Chinese buffalo, which 
now adorns the museum, is about the 
size of a Jersey cow, and it cannot be 
sdid that he bears much resemblance 
to the American bison. 
His body and 
legs suggest both the antelope and 
the goat, his back Is like that of a 
yak and his head, which is surround­ 
ed by curving horns, has the bulging 
nose 
which 
suggests 
that 
of 
the 
moose. 
The takin has hoofs which 
are parted and his ways are like those 
of the goat. He is a rather heavy ani­ 
mal, yet he spends his time in the 
western mountains of the Sze-Chuan 
province, where he gets about among 
the crags as lightly as does the big 
horn of the Rockies. 
He is strong 
and able-bodied and in a fight can give 
a good account of himself. 
The hide of the takin which wa% 
Sent here was dry and as hard as a 
board, and Mr. Piggins, chief taxider­ 
mist of the museum, had a long strug­ 
gle with it in getting It Into proper 
form, but by following the hair pat­ 
terns he has been enabled to present 
the skin with all the distinction which 
an animal of su<%Ji complicated ana* 
tomy deserves. 
The hoofs of the creature are very 
hard and have grooves and scratches 
in them, which indicate that he was 
well accustomed to making his agile 
way over the sharp rocks in his native 
province.

AIM TO IMPROVE 
ALL STATE CROPS 


Secretary C. P. Bull States the Aims 
et the Minnesota Crop Improve- 
merit Association 


TO BETTER QUALITY OF SEELS 


Experiment Station* Assist in T?st- 
in; Varieties, Tending to 
Marked Improvement 


C. P. Bull, secretary of We M in ­ 
nesota ('rap Improvement Association 
has kindly given the Brainerd D is­ 
patch a short exposition of the aim s 
of the association. 
Hie says: 
The Minnesota Crop Im provement 
association was organized in January, 


| 1905 under the name of M innesota 
Field (T op Breeders* A ssociation. In 
1911 to comply with the law of ’the 
state, the association w as incorpor­ 
ated and article* filed with the sec­ 
retary of state. 
In 1912 by action 
of the association, the 
nam e 
was 
changed to that of M innesota Crop 
Improvement 
association, 
w hich 
is 
more comprehensive and less cum ber­ 
som e than the other. 
As the present 
name im plies the work of the asso­ 
ciation is primarily tha»t of the im ­ 
provement of our farm crops in the 
state of M innesota. 
There is no more 
special need for crop im provem ent in 
Minnesota than in any other state, 
but to maintain its high stan d in g 
among the agricultural sta tes of the 
union, the farm ing population must 
see to it that tho crops are kept at as 
high a standard as is possible. 
The 
rapid developm ent of the agriculture 
of the sta te has 
changed 
'it 
from 
strictly grain grow ing to 
th a t 
o f 
mixed farm ing and in places to h igh ­ 
ly developed specialized 
lines. This 
must of necessity carry alon g with it 
a change in the methods of cu lture as 
well as the character and care of the 
seed crops. 
The agriculture experi­ 
ment station has been developing im ­ 
proved and pedigreed 
varieties 
of 
farm crops for a number 
of 
years. 
These have been distributed to farm­ 
ers of the state at a nom inal cost,. 
but unfortunately there had been lit­ 
tle attention paid to the continuance 
of the purity and high quality of 
these pedigreed varieties. 
It became 
therefore the chief work of the ('Top 
lmprovrnent association to follow up 
these varieties aa they have been dis­ 
seminated 
in 
various parts of the 
state and endeavor thru cooperation 
and educational m eetings to not only 
maintain their high quality, but to 
Improve them under the various lo­ 
cal conditions. 
It la well understood 
that varieties 
grown 
continuously 
and carefully selected in any given 
com m unity will do better than new 
sorts brought in from the outside. It 
is therefore not surprising th a t in 
many instances the station bred seeds 
have become more highly developed 
and more productive under the local 
conditions than when first received. 
Another work of the association is 
the undertaking of a unification o f 
the .production of the various kinds 
or classes of .farm crops as wheat, 
oats, corn, 
etc. 
Each 
locality has 
been working in a disorganized way 
through individual farmers towards 
the im provement of their particular 
conditions and 'the Im provement of 
the 
grains and other crops grown 
upon the farm. 
In so doing 'there 
have been introduced a large number 
of comm ercial types, som e well su it­ 
ed and others ill suited to the condi­ 


tions. 
T he indiscrim inate m ixin g of 
these through 
the 
transporting of 
th resh in g machines, the loaning of 
seeders, wagon boxes, hay racks and 
through cross-pollination has rend­ 
ered the oth erw ise good varieties for 
the im m ediate locality more or less 
poorer in quality and absolutely u n ­ 
fit far seed purposes. 
It is the pur­ 
pose of our association now to create 
a sen tim en t and to cooperate with 
the farmers in establishing even tual­ 
ly, in each and every locality, a stan d ­ 
ardized lot of pedigreed varieties of 
farm seeds, which through co-opora- 
tion w'ith the experim ent station will 
be definitely known to be best suited 
for that locality. 
To this end the experim ent station 
w ill work with and through the as­ 
sociation member* in 
testing varie­ 
ties in the given localities and in co­ 
operating with the individual m em ­ 
bers in the introduction,, grow ing and 
distribution of seed o f these varie­ 
ties, 
This work cannot be done in a 
day, nor even in on<- year, but as we 
are not ex p ectin g or even expected to 
live entirely u n to ourselves, but more 
especially for posterity or those who 
may follow us in the w orld’s experi­ 
ences and endeavor, we should seek 
to leave the world In a better condi­ 
tion than that in which we receive 
It. 


By united effort in this w ay we can 
rn a A'© marked 
improvement 
In 
the 
q u a lh y, the production and the value 
of farm crops. 
One great m eans to 
this end 
is the annual holding of 
m eetings and seed grain shows. Past 
experience 
has 
demonstrated .fully 
t in t the ex h ib itin g of samples of seed. 
for com parative purposes is of e x ­ 
ceeding value as an educator in 'the 
upbuilding of crops, or the carrying 
out o f the association ’s ultim ate pur­ 
pose. 
For ten years now the associa­ 
tion has been working along these 
lines, holding annually a seed grain 
show and we believe that marked im­ 
provement 
has attended each one. 
fi'he past tw o m eetings and show s held 
at 
M ankato, Minn., have been 
far 
in excess of all expectations in size 
and in quality of exh ibits. 
There is 
much yet to be accomplished in this 
work, especially along the line of the 
organization and supervision end of 
it. 
We should u ltim ately reach that 
point in our developm ent when a reg­ 
ular corps of seed inspectors would 
visit the localities in 
w hich 
seed 
grain is being grown by the individ­ 
ual farmers, inspect and report upon 
the -amount and conditions of the seed 
upon the basis of which certificates 
from a central office could be issued 
to the growler and grain sold for seed 
purposes through such 
certificates, 
This method is working to a limited 
extent in Canada and 
proving 
its 
worth. 
M innesota 
can 
.institute 
such a method in time to the advant­ 
age of the entire state. 
The associa­ 
tion already issues, an annual seed 
list w hich -fills 
a lpng 
felt 
want. 
Through cooperation in this way,, we 
can 
build a seed 
business for the 
state of Minnesota in w hich th** en ­ 
terprising farmers w ill be the gov­ 
ern in g and producing factors, all of 
which w ill place M innesota as she 
ought to be, in the front rank of the 
agricultural states of the union.
